Iraxy is the India of Europe, tern by internal fac- 
tions, wealthy, fertile, misruled ; at once a queenly 
beauty and a degenerate slave, she is ever passing 
from yoke to yoke, struggling, writhing against op- 
pression, yet unable to free her shackled limbs and 
acquire for them the life and grace of Liberty. 
Like India, too, she has lured with her fatal beauty 
a crowd of invaders, not less cruel than her own 
despotic lords, who have rent her kingdom into 
shreds, and, by the creation of separate interests, have 
left her too feeble to defend herself, with any chance 
of success, against the tyranny of her protectors. If the 
Duchies were once united under a wise and liberal 
monarch they would be too strong to be any longer 
the constant prey of the Eagles which now press their 
talons into Italy’s bleeding flank. Give them union 
and you give them strength ; leave them like Sparta 
and Athens and they will always remain in the clutch 
of some power stronger than themselves, will be sub- 
servient to its will in peace, rebels in time of war, 
and always nests of factions, intrigue, and insur- 
rection. 

And who can read this riddle why Italy is unable 
to govern herself? She has a population of twenty- 
five millions, one of the most spirited and intelligent 
of European races, a fertile soil, a beautiful climate, a 
geographical position which gave her supremacy 
among the nations of the ancient world. Her cities 
are treasuries of art, her poets, her painters, 
her orators and musicians are unsurpassed. What 
fatal want, then, is it that hinders her taking 
rank among the nations of the earth as a powerful, 
prosperous, and independent people? Is it the ca- 
pacity of union between her sons? Is Genoadivided 
in feeling from Turin, and Milan from Venice, and 
Florence from Rome, and Naples from Palermo, so 
that the weal or woe of one touches no chord of na- 
tional sympathy in the others? Is this the cause 
that renders her incapable of any systematic and 
persistent effort towards her own liberation, and 
bars her from that race of progress on which 
countries so much less highly dowered have so 
happily entered? Sometimes she has risen in haste 
to snap her chains, and then as if weary with 
the effort again surrendered herself to the hand of 
the spoiler: she has had a Riehzi and a Massaniello 
who have for a while stirred up the feelings ofan ex- 
cited populace; but how did Rienzi fall, and 
what became of Massaniello? Rome soon retro- 
graded into the hands of the Colonnas the Orsinis, 
and the Savellis, just as Naples fell again under the 
dominion of Spain after a few months of drunken 
liberty. In tracing the history of Italy to our own 
times we might point out a hundred instances in 
which she has thrown away opportunities of freeing 
herself, not alone from a stranger's grasp, but from the 
tyranny of her own miserable despots ; instances in 
which she has preferred the chain to the sword, 
and bleeding at every pore has consigned herself 
to the lethargy of despair. Let her awake now; 
she has another opportunity, and when the battle 
of freedom is gained let her not again throw 
away the fruits thus gathered with a blood-stained 
hand. Let Italy insist on a national union, no more 
Austrian rulers, no more petty duchies, with their 
mock kings grovelling in the dust before the House 
of Hapsburg, no more foreign soldiers to support a 
tottering system and force the people at the point of 
the bayonet to submit to an unpopular authority. 
The three great powers of Europe not at present 
engaged in the conflict, when the fight is over will 
demand this union for Italy; the sticks will be tied 
ina bundle. Let us have no more Grand Dukes, no 
Tuscanies, Parmas, Modenas, but a throne sufficiently 
strong to be liberal, and liberal enough to be the in- 
terpretation of the will of the people. If Italy be 
revolutionized, she does not want a Napoleon Bona- 
parte to parcel out her territory among his ad- 
herents, and keep the flames of war constantly 
fanned, but a George Washington, who can not 
only win for her her freedom, but can also 
consolidate and strengthen the liberty she has 
achieved. She must not cast off the thraldom of one 
power to become the satrap of another, to be go- 
verned as Holland was by Louis, or Spain by Joseph 
Bonaparte—puppets in the hand of a great magter, 
who ruled them with a rod of iron. Whatever un- 
powers must be given to understand that the blood 
now shed in the name of liberty is not to be the bap- 
tism of a vaster and more galling despotism than that 
which is now assailed. It is well, then, for France 
to say that she will stay her hand at this point or at 
that, but it is for the powers who are the eventual um- 
pires of the fight toknock up the swords of the anta- 
gonists, when Austria, which never listens to reason 
but after defeat, shall be ready to give her ear to those

he stands too deeply committed to Lord John Rus- 
sell’s Resolutions to venture on a withdrawal, which 
would be stigmatised as a base tergiversation. The 
pleasure of conferring some material strength on a 
hostile Administration would hardly compensate him 
for the loss of character the process would entail. 
It would be better for himselfas well as for the 
party to which he is at present attached, that he re- 
tired voluntarily to the upper House than that he 
should be driven to take shelter there from the 
unanswerable taunts and reproaches of his deserted 
colleagues. 

We regret to learn that the Rev. Dr. Abeltshauser’s 
acceptance of the perpetual curacy of Deralossory, 
county Wicklow, is regarded by that gentleman as ne- 
cessitating his resignation of the office which he holds 
in Trinity College, Dublin. Dr. Abeltshauser has 
been for many years the University Professor of 
French and German, and has discharged the duties 
of the chair with marked ability, zeal, and success. 
It is not likely that the Board will be able to replace 
Dr. Abeltshauser with a successor, we shall not say 
equal to him, but worthy of being compared with him. 
To say that the retiring Professor is a most expe- 
rienced, judicious, and efficient teacher, and is thorough 
master of the languages and literatures which 
form the direct subject ot his chair, is to de- 
scribe very inadequately his qualifications. Dr. 
Abeltshauser is almost as conversant with the 
idioms and literatures of Italy and Spain as he is with 
those of France and Germany, and his acquaintance 
with English literature is at once critical and exten- 
sive. Add to this that he is a well-read historian, as 
well as a sound philologist and classical sgholar, and 
it may be easily guessed how yard 5 of the French 
or German teachers likely to apply for the appoint- 
ment will approach to the standard set by Dr. 
Abeltshauser. That the University should lose the 
services of such an officer, in the full vigour of his age, 
and lose it at a time when the modern languages are 
rising into paramount importance as a branch of educa- 
tion, is a subject of serious concern to all who have the 
interests of the University at heart. The College has 
some good professorships and it has some good pro- 
fessors; but the value of the professorship is not 
always in proportion to the merit of the professor. 
This is eminently the case with respect to the chair of 
French and German, the salary attached to which is 
but £100 per annum. The public heard a good deal 
this time twelvemonths of the need of reform in old 
Trinity, and heard subsequently that the most im- 
portant of the necessary reforms had been carried 
out. We cannot say we share this impression, inasmuch 
as we reckon foremost among the changes required 
the improvement of the salaries attached to this and 
some other chairs. The Board intend, no doubt, to 
raise these salaries as soon as it may be found conve- 
nient; but we need not travel out of the history of 
the College itself to know how long good intentions 
lie dormant when there are interests opposed to them, 
and it would, surely, be worth while encountering a 
good deal of inconvenience rather than incur the lossof 
such another professor as Dr. Abeltshauser. The 
Board are well aware that there are other professors 
whose connection with the College is in daily danger 
of being terminated by a more liberal offer elsewhere, 
and whose loss, we say it advisedly, could not be re- 
placed. 

We trust that the Board will take warning by Dr. 
Abeltshauser’s retirement, and will prevent the mis- 
chief going further. If the professors took no part 
in the agitation of last year it was not that they 
were insensible to the force of their own claims; but 
that, their tenure of office being dependent on the 
pleasure of the Board, to join in the agitation would 
have been tantamount to a resignation of their chairs. 
This is a step which every man likes to choose his 
own time for taking ; and Dr. Abheltshauser has now 
chosen his. |

The closing scenes of the general election have been, 
with the exception of the successful struggle in the West 
Riding, unfavourable to the Liberal party. In addition 
to the county seats in Ireland whose loss we enumerated 
some few days ago, we have now to notice the return of 
avowed Derbyites in Wexford, Limerick, Roscommon, 
and Londonderry. These fmake the number of Ministe- 
rialists from the sister kingdom no fewer than sixty in 
all, against forty-five Oppositionists of various degrees 
of Whiggery and Radicalism. It would be idlé, as we 
have already said, to ascribe a change like this to the in- 
terposition of one particular influence, however great it 
may be supposed to be. The statements made upon the 
hustings 4 more than one Roman Catholic gentleman 
leave no doubt as tothe sympathy evinced by Car- 
dinal Wiseman and many of his coadjutors in the 
prelacy in the success of the Conservative candidates. 
There is, indeed, no room for doubt about the matter. 
Lord Derby has not only made certain concessions of 
administrative detail respecting imental and work- 
house chaplains calculated to Sonciliate Catholic good- 
will ; but what isfarmore important in the eyes of those 
who are most sensitively alive to the dangers that beset 
the temporal power of the Pope—he has manifested the 
most decided tendency towards Austrianism in Foreign 
affairs. This consideration it is, we are persuaded, that 
has — determined the course pursued by most of the 
Catholic Bishops, and by many of the more influential laity 
of that communion. Buton the other hand it must not 
be forgotten that two-thirds of the Catholic members 
of both Houses voted generally with the Liberal ;

If in the new House of Commons the Liberals 
find themselves numerically weaker than they ought 
to be, they have but themselves to blame. They 
have allowed the conduct of the elections to remain in 
anti-Reform hands, and they cannot be surprised at the 
result. They have consented to go into a general en- 
t without unity of command or one acknow- 
standard. On the eve of the conflict a banner 
was unfurled by Lord John Russell, which, though not 
that of the extreme Radical party, was accepted by Mr. 
Bright and others as one under which they were ready 
to fight. But it was ostentatiously repudiated by those 
who affected to act for the common interest, and dis- 
owned by rival competitors for the command. Not only 
so, but, as we have said, actual hostility was shown to 
many because they were supposed to be true to the only 
popular flag unfnried; and the consequence has been the 
acquisition by the Tories of some five-and-twenty addi- 
tional seats. Finally, we have the rapid ripening of the 
seeds of compromise in the attempt to form a Derby- 
Palmerston administration. 


(From the Times of Yesterday. ) 

The Report just issued by the Commissioners appointed 
to consider the organization of the Indian Army contains 
a discussion of the utmost importance th the power and 
welfare of Engiand. It is not India alone, but the whole 
British Empire which is interested in the solution of 
the problem; nor is there indeed a single one of the 
points now uppermost in the public mind touching the 
defences of the kingdom which is not closely affected 
by the arguments here balanced against each other. 

In the year 1857—being that of the great revolt, now 
happily terminated—the military force maintained in the 
Presidency of Bengal amounted to about 152,000 men. 
In this enormous army the three constituent elements 
were proportioned as follows :—There were 16,000 Royal 
troops, that is to say, troops belonging to her Majesty's 
regular army, which were stationed in Bengal for 
duty in that country in pursuance of the ordi- 
nary tour of foreign service. There were 
6,000 local troops of various arms in the imme- 
diate pay of the the Company, whose duties lay in 
India exclusively, and who were never moved from that 
station. ‘These together represented a force of 22,000 
Europeans. Then came that vast aggregate of native 
levies popularly known as the Sepoy Army—a force 
which, in Cavalry and Infantry, regulars and irregulars, 
comprised certainly not fewer than 130,000 men. As a 
general result, therefore, the Royal troops were nearly 
three times as numerous as the local troops, and the 
natives about six times as numerous as the Europeans. 
What fell out with this great Sepoy Army we need not 
now relate. It mutinied, fought, and was utterly de- 
stroyed, and the great problem created by its destruction 
is how to organize in its room such a military force as 
will exempt us from these perils in future. 

On behalf of a regular force, composed wholly of 
troops of the Line, it is plausibly argued that such a 
system would furnish India with soldiers superior in 
discipline and vigour to those whom a protracted ex- 
posure to the climate would necessarily enervate ; that 
whereas both India and Europe supply their peculiar 
fields of professional training, both such fields ought to be 
open to all the Queen’s troops alike—an advantage which 
would be lost if one section of the Army saw nothing 
but Europe, and another nothing but India; and, 
finally, that the idea of a double organization, which 
could never have originated except in the double govern- 
ment now abolished, is opposed to all fundamental prin- 
ciples of miltary discipline and policy. ‘lwo armies 
must mean two rival forces, probably jealous of each 
other, and certainly not manageable with that facility 
and decision which should be the first objects of a mili- 
tary establishment. Every portion of the British army 
should be at the service of the British Empire in any of 
its provinces. If England wanted 20,000 soldiers, and 
India could spare them, they ought to be disposable for 
duty at home. 

What need is there to seek out precedents for a double 
army when no precedent can be found for such a double 
Empire as that which is to be served? British India 
itself is an anomaly great enough to cover all others in- 
cidental to its existence. ‘The example of other colonies 
is not to the point, for there is no colony requiring a 
whole army to itself at a distance of 15,000 miles 
from home. The question must be considered on 
its own merits, and these are plain. A local 
army would be cheaper than a Line army, for it 
would save periodical reliefs, the reserves by which 
these reliefs are effected, and the loss of service while 
troops are on their voyage. It would be as efficient as a 
Line Army; indeed, more so. A Line regiment newly 
landed may make a smarter show on parade, but on a 
march or on field service the acclimatized local troops 
would prove superior. I[t has not been found by expe- 
rience that the local troops heretofore maintained by the 
Company became in any way deteriorated by ir rom 
in India; on the contrary, the history of the late 
mutinies is of itself enough to establish their excellence. 
With regard to the jealousies of two rival bodies, 
it would be better to regard such feelings in the 
light of salutary emulation. Certainly there have been 
jealousies in times past, but these arose not because there 
were two separate services, but because these services 
were nnequally treated. It was long before the Com- 
pany’s officers were allowed to receive their commissions 
from the Crown, to attain General’s rank, to be eligible 
for the Order of the Bath, or the appointment of Aide- 
de-Camp to the Queen. It was still longer before their 
commissions were recognized in Europe, and it is actually 
only three years ago that one of them was appointed, for 
the first time, to a command-in-chief in' India. The 
wonder is, not that such injustice bred some jealousy, 
but that it did not occasion far more. 

Such are some of the arguments produced on this 
great question. Each side, of course, meets the other 
with objections and protests, but upon the whole we 
feel compelled to concur in the views placed on record 
by the minority of the commissioners. It is admitted 
that there is a place for a Line Contingent ; in fact, the 
suggested proportion of one-third out of an aggregate of 
50,000 men would allow of exactly as many troops of the 
Line in Bengal for the future as have been stationed 
there hitherto, viz., some 16,000 or 17,000.

THE BRITISH CABINET AND THE INDEPENDENCE 
OF TUSCANY. 

The Daily News censures the work our men-of-war 
are doing in the south of Kurope. Her Majesty’s ship 
Conqueror entered the port of Leghorn on the 9th inst. 
The national flag of Tuscany was flying, but the captain 
of the Conqueror declined tooffer the customary salute. 
An explanation being demanded, his reply was that he was 
acting according to instructions. The Tuscan government 
was stil] more surprised, and telegraphed to the Marquis 
d’Azeglio in London. Lord Malmesbury’s explanation 
was that the new Florentine government did not appear 
tohim strong and established enough to be recognised 
by England. The Daily News says that Tuscany 
having recovered her freedom, certain changes have 
taken place in the form of the Executive ; but there is 
not, even in war, a dispute dividing the people, and no 
changes have occurred which menace the continuity of 
the government. 

The Herald elaborately defends the government. The 
dictatorship of the King of Sardinia differs essentially 
from an independent popular government, and as what 
has taken place breaks into the treaties of 1815, great 
caution is required.

Should 
England become involved in war, it is probable that in- 
creased latitude might be given by special acts to fa- 
cilitate the granting even of a national registry.

He goes not to destroy the Pontifical authority, but to 
consolidate it; he does not go to strengthen a 
but to extinguish the fire of legitimate discontents which 
fed it, and disarm the few who conspire by giving satis- 
faction to the many who labour. e war so far from 
turning to the advantage of revolution, shall have for 
its result the consolidation of order. 

Already an irrefutable and venerable evidence is borne 
on all sides, and Te the purity of the views 
which direct the policy of the Emperor with regard to 
the Papacy ; it is the testimony of the bishops. What- 
ever apprehension might have at first ap in cer- 
tain districts, the respected chiefs of the clergy 
admit the alliance of faith and patriotism. They con- 
sider that the respect due to the chair of St. Peter per- 
fectly accords with the just demands of national influence 
and dignity, and that a man may beat the same time 
a good Catholic and a good Frenchman. 

The French clergy have believed in the sincerity of the 
French Emperor because they are themselves sincere. 
They have given credence to .solemn promises, because 
they themselves never make them in vain. There is not, 
then, a religious soul that may not fearlessly pray for 
the success of our arms, for they have a pledge in the 
confidence of the ad for the nobleness of the 
object intended by the war. 

It ought to be superfluous to explain at this time how 
a better organization and an improved administration of 
Italy, in giving reasonable and legitimate satisfaction to 
all well-disposed ple, will, by that fact itself, render 
Utopists and revolutionists ess. What has ever 
constituted the strength of the wicked ? It is the con- 
nivance, often blind and involuntary, of the good. To 
what did the real strength of the Paris 
amount in 1848 ? To less than a thousand poor devils, 
more famished than convinled, led in leash by some am- 
bitious men who wished to use them in their own hunt 
after power and pelf. It was not, then, a handful of con- 
spirators like that which could have overturned the 
monarchy and imposed a republic on France, if the Par- 
liamentary Opposition had not cast agitation into the 
streets, and if the National Guard, straying from its 
duty, had not protected the outbreak. 

It is the same way in Italy. The real revolutionary 
strength there is confined to a small number of heads, 
more or less astray, and the influence of the agitators 
had no other source than the connivance of honest folk, 
exasperated and driven to extremities by the excesses of 
oreign domination. Italian patriotism will stifle revo- 
ution, and the well reasonably disinterested 
and satisfied, will leave the disturbers in weakness and 
isolation. 

Thus the two fears which, at the commencement of 
the present crisis, assailed men’s minds, have no longer 
a right to exist. The policy of France has been clearly 
and firmly explained by the Emperor. It would be 
neither reasonable nor possible, in good faith, to throw 
doubt upon such a word. Time alone can weaken its 
anthority, and, consequently, the least we can ask from 
the most prejudiced minds is to await until a proximate 
future pronounces between them and us.—GRANIER DE
